SHIPOWNERS’ WAR CLAIMS. 


GOVERNMENT KEEP 
’ PROFIT: 


LOCAL ACTIONS WASHED OUT..°

The three-year old action 
brought by several local shipping 
companies against the Hongkong 
Government for the recovery of 
over $2,000,000 representing the 
profits of steamers requisitioned 
. during the war was finally. dis- 
posed of this morning when the 
Chicf Justice (Sir Willian Rees 
K.G.) ordered that the - whole 
of the actions should be stayed. 
Altogether there were ten 
actions and in each case the 
Attorney General figured as the 
nominal defendant. The compan- 
jes and ships conceraed and the 
individual profits claimed were:—

: Appearing on behalf of the 
Crown, Mr, F.C. Jenkin said the 
defendant was applying that the 
actions be stayed on the grounds 
that by Section 3 of the Indemnity 
Ordinance 1922 they were 
declared to be — discharged 
and made oul) and void. 
The actions were concerned with 
the requisition during the war 
~ period of certain vessels under the 
directions of the Imperial Govern- 
ment and the plaintiffs in cach 
case were claiming. payment to 
them of certain large sums of 
money declared by them to be 
profits made by the Hongkong 
Government as the user of these 
shins.. These actions were all ia 
stituted before the commencement 
‘of the Indemnity Ordinance and 
came therefore within this Section 
°3 for all purposes and the neces~ 
siry certificate by the Colonial 
Secretary required by that Section 
was, Mr. Jenkin submitted, suffi- 
cient evidence for the making of 
the order asked fer. - 
After mentioning 
Attorney General respectfully 
submitted thut this was was a case 
in which costs should be award- 
ed to the plaintiffs, Mr. ‘Jenkin 
went on to state thatthe ademnity 
Ordinance was based in the main 
upon the Home legit nL of a 
similar kind, For technical reasons 
the Imperial Government did not 
exercise its power to apply its 
Indemuity Act of 192016 the Grown 
Colonies but dirccted the latter to 
pass their own Indemnity Ordia- 
ances, The Indemnity Ording 
on which this application was 
was the direct result of iastructions 
frau’ His Majesty's voverhment 
with a view to placing these par- 
ticular owners on the same plane, 
as far as compensatio. was con- 
cerned, as owners of ships in other 
parts of His majesty’s dominions. 
It was therefore not a. piece of 
lewislatioa peculiar to this Colony 
nor was it the child be the Legisla- 
tive Council. 


Mr. Alabaster's Address. 


Mr. C. G. Alabaster 1CC., said 
that the ten plaintiffs had instnuct- 
ed him to say that they did notin 
any way assent to the discharge of 
these actions ner to the deprivation 
of what they considered tobe their 
rights. “But we are come 
pelled, * proceeded counsel, 
“to “submit to the ferce majeure 
of an Ordinance which, so 
far as we can see, was passed 
for one reason, and one reason 
only, and that was to deprive these 
ten plaintiffs of their rights and to 
deprive noone else.” 
_ The Indemnity Ordinance, ac 
cording to Mr. Alahaster’s conten- 
tion, differed from the Home Act 
in a very esscatial particular, It 
was) customary, he pointed 
ow, during ‘all war and 
times of stress for the executive and 
the servants of the executive to do 
things in the national interest, or 
_ the supposed national interest, 
which were not wholly justified by 
legal sauction. In these cases it 
was the custom. to protect these 
people who had acted’ in good

faith from being sued for legal | 


damages by passing an Act of 
Indemnity. But in this case the 
plantiffs in’ all these ten cases 
were advised and _ believed 
that the act of requisition done to 
their ships was not justified, by any 
prerogative, Ordinance or Order- 
in-Council and’ was therefore tech- 
nicaliy a “tort”. against them 
However they: did not bring their 
actions {n tort and not one.penny:

Mr. Alabaster said it was in the 
nature of a petition of right. They 
had not alleged the taking to be 
wrongful, They had stated that the 
Crown .mace profits, sued for 
money Kad and received and asked 
‘for compensation, since campensa- 
tion was payable evea if the aking 
was right, A special Indemnity 
Ordinance had however, been pass-~ 
ed to take away these rights from 
the plaintiffs. 

The Chief Justice: Of course “I 
have nothing to do with that. 

Difference from Home Act. 


Mr. Alabaster: As far as these 
proceedings are concerned the 
Indemnity Ordinance is not based 
on the Home Act: It contains 
certain provisions introduced for 
the sole purpose of getting rid of 
these actions, Your Lordship will 
see by comparing Section 3 of the 
local’ Ordinance with Secton I of 
the Home Act that not only does 
it protect Government servants 


from torts pending but also in-| 


cludes these words: “or for the 
recovery of any sum of moncy 
which was acquired by -the 
Government of the Colony of 
Hongkong in respect of any act 
matter or thing”. These words do 
not appear in the Home Act. ™ 


“Getting Rid of the Actions.” 


It was apprehended, coatinued 
Mr. Alabaster, that the Home Act 
would not have -protected the 
Crown ia this case because the 
plaintiffs were not sueing in tort. 
The statement of claim was filed 
on December 5, 1919 and the Ordi- 
nance was not passed until August 
1922." He submitted that so far 
as this application was concerned 
the Ordinance was not a general 
a very special 
reason: to get rid in the only 
possible way of-ten actions to 
which, he submitted, there’ coutd 
have been no possibility of de- 
fence. In any event no defence 
was filed and the statement of 
clainy was filed forthree years. 

The Chief Justice said he 
he understood it was not_ disputed 
by the Crown’ that the Ordinance 
was not passed for any action but 
to prevent claims that might he 
made, 

Mr. Jenkin said it was not the 
case thatthe Ordinance was passed 
for the specificyreason to prevent 
these speci ctions. a

-Hedid notintend’ 
in any way to-discuss the pos- 
sibility of the claim or the pos- 
sibility of a-mieritorious defence 
but a statement which had for some 
time been promised on the merits’ 
and demerits of the case would be 
published once the order was 
made. 

Chief Justice’s Desision. 

Announcing his decision to make 
an order discharging each of the 
actions with costs to the plaiatiffs, 
the Chief Justice said the Court 
was asked to discharge the actions 
on the ground that they were 
no longer maintainable by virtue 
of the Indemnity Ordinance 1922 
The Court’was not concerned with 


the merits of that Ordinance or as 


to the causes which caused it to be 
passed, the only question being 
whether it terminated these pro- 
ceedings. In regarel to the general 
obseryations made by the learned 
counsel for the plaintiffs ° the 
Chief Justice felt he was not 
called upoa in any way to 
express any = opinions His 
duty was to construc the law as he 
found it, The learned:counsel for 
the plaintiffs did not suppose it 
was possible on his part’to resist 
the effect of the. Indemnity Ordin-« 
ance 1922; he suid he was instruct- 
ed not to assent to it but that he 
could not oppose it by virtucof the 
provisions of a force mayeure. 
“That being . so,” concluded 
the Chief Justice, “ my duty is .to 
give effect to the terms of the 


Ordinance and order the actions to 4. 


be stayed.” Dealing. with the 
question of costs His Lordship said 
he agreed the Crown had adopted 
a very proper course in ‘submitting 
that the Court should award the 
costs of the-action ‘to the plaintiffs.

Act relating to the complement of 
officers to be carried aboard ships, 
this, let it be noted, in connection 
with a disaster off the Malayan’ 
coast resulting in the sinking of thé 
steamer “ Runee” after a collision’ 
with the steamer “ Boribat.” The 
Malayan coast is sufficiently far 
away from China to make the, 
reference at first sight noné too 
easy to grasp, and it must be .ad- 
mitted that the summary of Mr. 
Shinwell’s remarks telegraphed to 
us suggests that he has made a 
misleading statement, one even 
prejudicial to shipping companies 
which operate in these waters and 
which have for so long inaintained 
the best traditions of the mercantile 
marine. In so much his remarks 

. have been unfortunate, the more so 
as he undoubtedly had an excell- 
ent case to lay before Parliament.

M. Maurice Paléologue, formerly 
head of the Political Department of 
the French Foreign Office and later 
Ambassador at Petrograd, has just 
uiven to the Temps what he deciares 
to be the authentic story of the 
famous Mayerling tragedy of 1889, 
It will be recalled that the Crown 
Prince Ruddlf of Austria, only son 
of the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
contracted a liaison with the young 
and beautiful Baroness” Maric 
Vetsera, a member of one of the 
most prominent aristocratic fami- 
lics of Vienna, and that their deaths 
at thes Imperial — hunting-box 
of Mayerling created a mystery 
which down to the present has 
never been cleased up, although 
wany different versions have been 
published. M. Paléologue states 
that the facts were given him by 
the late Empress Eugénie, who in 
her wr had them from the 
Empress Elizabeth, mother of 
Prince Rudolf, who was assassinat- 
ed at Geneva in . Preluding 
his statement withthe remark that 
for him the mystery: was long ago 
cleared up “by the confidences 
which he received from the 
Empress Eugénie, and which he 
thinks it no longer inconvenient'to 
divulge, he writes: 

Lhad the honour'of knowing the 
Empress Eugénie, and she rarely 
passed through Paris without 
affording me an’ opportunity of 
paying my respects to her. On 
Suly 16, 1906 when she arrived 
from a -yachting cruise ‘in the 
Adriatic, She summoned me to the 
Hotel Continental, where she was 
staying forafew days. I wentat 
once, and our interview lasted two 
hours, After some conversation 
about the foreign policy of France 
she told me about a visit she had 
yust paid to the Emperor Francis 
Joseph at Ischl.
